morrow four men are to be hanged in the
Tombas, and nine.tenths of the poople in New
York bave the fact in mind. There stand the
black, ominous gibbeis; there swing the
ropes, and Eternity yawns for the vietims,

tion of that solemn and awful sentenco comen
the news of this revolting slavghter. It wili
do to ponder on.
